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Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on July 28, 2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a. The applicant has failed to respond to the matters concerning the 
withdrawn claims in the election section, specifically the applicant fails to point 
out where the support for the cancelled and newly added claims is provided in 
the specification and how it relates to the original election; 

b. The applicant has failed to respond to the matters concerning the 
specification, specifically pointing out where any changes are supported in the 
original specification, if they are not merely amendments for bettering the form; 

c. The applicant has failed to respond to the matters concerning the claim 
objections; and, 

d. The applicant has failed to respond to the matters concerning the 
rejections under 112, both 1st and 2nd. 

Furthermore, the applicant's arguments filed incorrectly note that the applicant 
has priority over Mehney et al., Mehney et al. has a filing date prior to the applicant's 
priority dates, if the applicant maintains that Mehney et al. does not have priority the 
examiner would like the applicant to point out specifically what priority the applicant is 
relying on and how the applicant believes it pre-dates the reference. Additionally, the 
applicant's arguments do not appear to be commensurate with the claims, the 
arguments should specifically point out how the claims as worded are differentiated over 
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the prior art and the arguments should not make reference to additional information not 
worded in the claim.

2. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" pointing out 
disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the 
references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or 
distinguish from them. 

Applicant has failed to address several of the examiners rejections and the 
amendments to the claims do not alleviate the base concerns. In addition, the 
argument filed do not appear to be commensurate with the claims.
